Feeding for Early Lambs 


In view of the fact that a proper 
system of feeding is the principal es- 
sential of the successful raising of 
early lambs, Darticniarly those for 
the market in the letter part of Juna 
and early July, farmers who under- 
stand the basic principles of winter 
dairying will usually make a success) 
of raising early lambs. A feeding ra- 
tion that will produce abumdance of 
milk, results in the production of early 
lambs that grow rapidly and finish 
for the market at an early age. Al- 
falfa or clover hay are essential as. 
they are protein roughages. Corn sil- 
age, mangels or sugar beets are also 
valuable succulent faedg and besides 
keeping the ewe healthy they stimu- 
late the milk flow. Ewes with lambs 
at foot also require a liberal grain 
allowance usually not less than’ a 
pound daily and ewos with twin lambs 
often taking up to two pounds daily. 
Oats are a safe feed for milking ewes 
and as this grain is most common on

A 
first bulletin issued on the King’s 
condition that night disclosed he had 
suffered an attack of bronchial catarrh 
accompanied by heart weakness. 

His strength slowly ebbed and his 
heart action slowed down. The King 
died peacefully without pain. 

Knowing the end was near, the Roy- 


Val Family remained up throughout the 


long evening. 

Just before midnight the doctors re- 
alized that death was imminent, and 
hurriedly summoned Queen Mary, the 
Prince of Wales and the other mem- 
bers of the Royal Family. 

It was the 26th year of King 
George’s reign, through an eventful 
period of world history during which 
he won the love and respect of his 
450,000,000 subjects. 

At the moment of his death the 
Prince of Wales automatically became 
King, although many formalities must 
be gone through with. He is the first 
bachelor King ‘to ascend the Throne 
in 176 years. 

The King’s last official act was the 
signature of a document transferring 
most of his authority and duties to a 
Council of State at a Privy Council 
held at 12.15 p.m. on Monday.

Cleaning the Hen House 

When hens are infested with lice 
or mites and other “filth ailments”, it 
is indication that the pens need clean- 
ing up. All litter should be removed 
and burned and floors, walls and 
roosts thoroughly cleaned with hot 
water and strong soap or lye. When 
this is done spray the interior of 
the house with a solution of one part 
crude carbolic acid and three parts 
kerosene. Then, a good whitewash 
containing some crude carbolic acid 
should be applied to walls and furnish- 
ings. A good kerosene emulsion is 
made as’ follows: Shave 1-2 pound of 
hard soap into 1 gallon of soft water 
and boil the mixture until the soap is

NEWS OF INTEREST 
FOR BUSY FARMERS 


One of the oldest courses of in- 
struction in practical dairying in Can- 
ada, opened for its fortieth session on 
January 2nd at Kingston. The East- 
ern Dairy School, now under the con- 
trol of the Ontario Department of Ag- 
yiculture and in charge of Prof, A. L. 
Gibson, superintendent, was _ first 
established by Queen’s University in 
1894 as an agricultural and dairy 
school, but of late years it has spec- 
jalized only in the latter branch of 
agriculture. Serving the rich dairy 
districts of Central and Eastern. On- 
tario the Eastern Dairy School offers 
a three months’ general course in 
cheese and butter making, with a 
special Cheesemakers’ Short Course 
from February 11 to 14, and the dairy 
instructors course follows the regu- 
lar course, from March 24 to 27. 

Registered Cockerels 

Poultry breeders wishing to improve 
egg production and egg size, and thus 
lower the cost of production and in- 
crease the revenue from the poultry 
flock, should secure Registered males 
to mate with their breeding hens for 
the coming breeding season. 

Being bred from parents which in- 
herit the capacity for high egg pro- 
duction and large ones, Registered 
cockerels possess the breeding neces- 
sary to increase the egg production of 
any flock and to ensure egg size as 
well. Since these cockerels are bred 
from mature females and are passed 
by government inspectors after they 
are six months old, the buyer can rest 
assured that he is getting birds pos- 
sessing good constitutions and abun- 

dant vigour. Registered oockerels 
may be secured from poultry breeders 
in every province in Canada.
